Ihe present system of gradtd public 
•chooli. while the best that It now 
•earns possible to have, Is erf course veiy 
far from perfect, as any system must be 
of which so much is expected 
Some of 
these Imperfectlc 3 seem to 6e insepar- 
able from the system Itself while others 
can no doubt be removed 
As it is not 
possible that each child should be 
placed in charge of a separate tutor and 
receive indlriaual instruction, buton the 
other hand as the amount of funds that 
A is possible to obtain for educational 
purposes, require* that the largest possl- 
Ble number of children should be taught 
by the smallest possible number of teach- 
ers, it follows th»t those schools in which 
children are gathered together Into the 
game class, w)io are of about the same 
.degree of advancement, will the best 
ntflize and economise the labors of the 
teachers, and produce the most satisfac- 
tory results, and of these schools, that 
will be the best, other things being equal,

A system of eraded schools i nvotv es and 
makes necessary a course of studv, in 
which a definite amount ol work is laid 
out for each grade lo do, arid a specified 
time allowed In which lo do It—usually, 
a* here in Oakland, one year 
It is right here that one ol the gravest 
objections to our eraded t-vsjcin appears. 
Let the classification be made never so 
carefully, Wall the pupils at the begin 
nini! of the year be equally advanced ah 
golutely, and yet It w ill not be long bp.ori 
the difference in lhe'r natural abilities 
tbeir application, utii nuun to their in 
mriictoi, reeutarity ofatli nd«nep health 
•Home influence elc , result in acoriespon 
ine dlversllj in their progress And v et 
those who cduld advance more rapid!) 
must be kept, back that thi Hyg irds ma>

Our report yesterday of the investiga- 


tion into tho origin of the tire that dc- 
iitroyed the Instution for the Deaf and 
Dumb and the Blind, closed at one 
o'clock, but it seemed clear that the 
drift of testimony was iu favor of the 
theory that the fire caught from tiparks 
from the kitchen chimney. A number 
of witnesses were examined—including 
Principal Wilkinson—after we left, con- 
firming this theory. 
But the long and 


short of it is, no one saw Iho fire until it 
was about bursting through roof and 
ceiling in overwhelming force. It seems 
conclusive from the testimony that there 
was no tiro iu any room on tho third 
floor that day; if any of tho parties oc- 
cupying rooms up there were the cause 
ot tho big fire, they kept all hints of it 
to themselves. 
Architect Wright says 


that there was no defect iu the flue con- 
necting with the lire-place in the Princi- 
pal's room, the only place proven to 
have hfld a fire during the duy; he says 
the chimney still stands there in perfect 
condition.
